of the country, very much in the dark as to 
vhat it may expert from President Coolidge. 
l-'erhapp farther east, in Xev,- England whence 
he rose to national prominence, they may know 
him better. But in the Mississippi Valley we 
can remember to have heard about Mr. Cool- 
id.C' 
3. chiefly, that lie was connected with the 


r.reakinp of the. Boston police strike, and that 
he if said to be th" perfect type of rock-ribbed 
\~e\v England republican. 


It is not illuminating information, this. 


Republicans, fven Nev,- England republicans, 
Ere not all cast in the same mould. There is a 
governor of Maine, for instance, who recently 
ftartled Xr-w England by half-masting 
the 


capital flag in respect to the memory of his pet 
doe. 
There are Senator Moses and Senator 


Lodge, both New England republicans, 
and 


vastly differing in character and type. Prob- 
ably republicanism in New England follows a 
general pattern more closely than in most other 
i-ections. but it is there subject, none the less, 
to the individual variations which in the more 
pronounced and extreme west and northwest 
make republicanism almost indefinable. In gen- 
eral we may glean that President Coolidge is 
conservative, and a believr in delegated, rep- 
resentative government rather than direct con- 
trol by the people. 


The police strike incident is of even less 


value in estimating the quality of the new pres- 
ident. A? governor Mr. Coolidge. could have 
done nothing less than he did when the Boston 
police went or, strike and robbers and gunmen 
began to ply their trade by broad daylight on 
Boston Common. 
No official sworn to uphold 


law and order and 11T 
1 constitution of the state 


could have ignored the challenge. 
It was a 


falutary incident for the country as a whole, 
and made Mr. Coolidge famous overnight. But 
it was hardly a great test of courage, nor is it 
r.ow to be taken as evidence on the point of 
President Coolidge's liberality. 
Not even a 


. radical governor of a radical state could have 


acted differently in the circumstances. 


It is re-assuring to know that, whatever 


Ws attitude toward the duties of government, 
Mr. Coolidge is essentially of the plain people. 
He is not rich—indeed, he is to be classed as 
poor. In this day of well-nigh universal motor- 
ing he has n."ver even owned an automobile. He 
if said to have no real estate. He was informed 
of his sudden elevation to the presidency in a 
poor hillside farmhouse, reading the fateful 
message by the light of an out-of-date oil lamp. 
His contempt for ostentation and show is well 
(ic-monstrated by the fact that he took the oath 
cf office at once from his father, a village no- 
tary public, instead of rushing to Washington 
to be sworn in with ceremony by a member of 
the supreme court. 
In all the hurriedly as- 


sembled newspaper biographies the fact of his 
simplicity is everywhere emphasized. Whatever 
<!se he may be, Calvin Coolidge has never suf- 
fered from the big head, has never exhibited 
the slightest desire to strut and pose. 


President Coolidge has announced that he 


*"ill carry on President Harrling's policies. 
He 


rceans to do it. no doubt, but the inevitable dif- 
ference between individual reactions will bring 
Mine deviations, as these policies develop to 
(Toss-roads of rh<>ice. No man can be president 
of the United States without impressing upon 
^e administration the mark of his own per- 
fonahty. And so thr> country awaits, with con- 
fuming interest, the events which shall solve 
the enigma of Calvin Coolidge for us, and show 
"•^ what manner of man he is.

He spoke always of the of- 
fice with the sreatest reverence, al- 
most with awe. lie thought of himself 
as but n humblf man with n. crrenr 
re.-ponsibility placed in his keeping. 
If ho c.ould hut ndministe" the trust 
so thnt in the end his i'oliew beimrs 
misrht say "Wei! done, thou good and 
faithful servant.' his sal isfnction. he 
often declare*!, would be complete. 
"Mr. Harding did not look upon him- 
self as a brilliant genius. 
He- did nor 


feel that he WHS the only mnn of his 
ironeration fitted for the presidency. 
At times it seemofl that almost ho 
carried this highly developed sense 
of modesty too far. 
It made some of 


those wilh whom he came in contact 
rate him far below his worth. 


The innate modesty of tho mnn 


mode him ootich many of his state, 
irifnl? in a negative form .find thus 
fail to carry tbe Conviction to the man 
in the street that n more positive form 
of statement from n less nlil''. less 
sincere public official would convoy.

A—Thia Is an effective methocj of 


stopping the spread of fla-mes be- 
tween studs. 
Unless aome form of 


hlockin.gr is used in the^e places they 
form flues for fires originating in 
the basement which may carry fire 
through the house with great rapid- 
ity. 
The ends of the> beams and 


studs should be cut off by means 
of blocking:. A more extensive meth- 
od of fire stopping is followed by 
filling these places with metal lath 
baskets in which plaster debris, and 
ether incombustible materials aro 
placed. 
Bricks are sometimes used. 


If the studs are bridged or cross 
braced as they should be this will 
serve as an effective fire stop.

hierh polish or glossy paint are not 
as efficient In radiation as those with 
a dull finish.
